An Cld Street Directory. 
An odd reminder of the past turns 
that the 
Massachusetts Historical society has 
decided to sell from its collection of 
historie miscellany in the form of the 
first. street directory of Boston, and 
for that matter the first street direc- 
tory ever printed in what is now the 
United States. In 1708, when the 
broadside was printed, 110 names were 
enough for all the streets, alleys,

Dry Goods Market 


This is what the Dry Goods Econom- 
ist, a recognized authority in its: field, 
has to say this week as to the condition 
in textiles and allied lines: 

Dullness rules generally in the textile 
markets, including even the market for 
cotton goods. While much is still being 
heard about the world’s insatiable hun- 
ger for cotton goods, this hunger is not 
expressing itself just now in a very active 
demand either here or in Manchester. 
The fact is that prices can reach a point 
which will ery “halt to the most eager 
demand, and this point seems to have 
been reached in cotton goods, as it has 
been in ready-to-wear, silks, and wool 
goods. 


That a great) world-wide demand 
exists for textiles there can be no ques- 
tion, but it is obvious that people can 
reduce their consumption of 
textiles without going quite naked, and 
it is apparent, if present indications 
may be trusted, that the middle class at 
least is becoming more and more re-" 
solved to economize rigidly in this re- 
spect. 

Highly-paid labor may still be ina po- 
sition to spend extravagantly, but the 
time seems to be very near when the 
further wage demands, which — are 
bound to be made in many industries, 
will be fought to w-standstill by em- 
ployers. The resulting shut-down of 
plants and widespread unemployment 
of workers may create a serious or even 
a dangerous crisis in| production and 
consumption, and precipitate the period 
of acute industrial depression. which is 
generally conceded to be inevitable 
sooner or later. 


These are possibilities which are now 
being considered) by forward-looking 
people in the textile markets and are 
complicating the outlook to a most 
puzzling degree. If deliveries should im- 
prove materially within the next month 
if will probably be found that supplies 
on the whole are ample enough. - In 
such case some softening of prices on 


cotton goods, and possibly on wool 
goods, 1s likely to result. 

Furs for fall should show a decline 
from their present: price level. Skin 


prices were boosted altogether too high, 
and the recent auction in New York 
showed an. unavoidable reaction. The 
prices realized were so low that a large 
percentage of sellers bid in their furs 
rather than accept the prices offered. 
The auction company endeavored to 
cover up the fall in the market by mak- 
ing comparisons with the sale of April, 
1919, on which basis an advance was 
shown. When compared with Febru- 
ary, 1920, prices nearly all skins showed 
a marked decline. 

Parasols are leading features in many 
of thie window displays at the present 
time. The fancy novelties, especially 
those profusely trimmed with ribbons in 
gorgeous colors or with laces, are parti- 
cularly favored.

An automatic elevator by the mere 
pressure of a button carries one to any 
desired floor. An illuminated clock will 
grace the top of the building and a bell 
is already in position which will strike 
the hour. 

The views from all the windows are 
interesting. Those at the front of the 
building command a view across the 
village square and a long distance up the 
road toward Andover. At the right, 
men” are’ working “onthe tittle~ park 
which is to be enclosed with a low stone 
wall, while nearer the building itself are 
the two fine elm‘trees between which is 
to be placed the fountain, a memorial to 
Mrs. Irene Wood Suteliffe.

LETTER “R” NOT POPULAR 


Many Writers Would View With 
Equanimity !*s Complete D.sappear- 
ance From the Language. 


In a tract recently issued under the 
puspices of the Society for Pure Eng- 
lish, Dr. Robert Bridges deplores the 
practical disappearance of the letter R 
from the speech of southern English- 
men, according to the Manchester 
Guardian, . Yet, some people. would be 
disposed to regard the extinction of 
this letter with composure or even ap- 
proval. John Aubrey, for instance, ap- 
pears to have nursed a prejudice 
against those who sound it too promi- 
nently in their speech. In his “Lives” 
Aubrey animadverts on the fact that 
“Milton pronounced the letter R (lit- 
tera canina) very hard—a certain sign 
of a satyricall witt.” 

In Germany the “canine letter” has 
found many who maintain 
that its abounding employment largely 
accounts for the ruggedness of Teu- 
tonic speech. Some writers have gone 
so far as to produce works from which 
it is entirely banished—a remarkably 
difficult feat, seeing that it figures in 
about 50 per cent of German words, 

Two minor luminaries of the eight- 
eenth century, and Gottlieb 
Jurmann, number of poems 
from which the letfer is deliberately 
excluded, so as to produce an atmos- 
phere of “sweetness and light.” 

These facts were eclipsed by a nine- 
teenth century Granz Rittler, 
who held the letter in aversion, though 
it appears twice in his own surname. 
He published two “Die Zwil- 
linge” and “Lisette und Wilhelm,” in 
which no R can be found.
